Boreelona, October  13.-—Professor 
Francisco Ferrer, the Spanish educa- 
tor and revolutionist, was shot to 
day. The execution occurred at the 
Fortress of Mont Juich, in) which 
the prisoner had been since his con- 
demnation by a court martial, The 
doomed man faced the firing equad 


without flinching and fell dead at 
the first volley. xeept for a mo- 
mentary expression of emotion im- 


inediaiely preceding hia death, Pro- 


fessor Ferrer retained his composure 
to the last. When the hour of — his 
execution arrived the doomed man 
walked bravely through the — prison 
yard to the ditch in the shadow of a 
wall Without a quiver he faced 
the twelve infantry men, who, at the 
word of command, fired, When the 
report of the volley had died away, 


Professor Ferrer lay dead on the 
ground. The firing squad was 
drawn by lot and the command to 
fire was given by General Kserin. 
Just before his eyes were bandaged, 
Professor Ferrer examined his will. 
The contents of the will have not 


been made public. 
Wild Scenes “in Paris, 
Paris, October 13.—Wild scenes of 


tumult tonight followed a day of 
excitement in Paris following — the 
announcement tbat Prof. Ferrer had 


heen shot to death in Barcelona in 
fulfilment of the decree of the court 
martial that found him guilty of in- 
citing the reeent revolt against the 
Spanish government. As the day 
progressed the fury of the Socialistic 
element was encouraged by the news 


that similar demonstrations had 
taken place in Rome and Brussels, 
in protest at the execution of the 
Spanish revolutionary. ; 

For several hours tonight Paris 
had vivid reminders of its old days 
of turmoil and mob rule At least 
200,000 persons made an attack on 
the Spanish embassy. The police 


and soldiers had to resort to the use 
of their “swords, A rioter fired 
point blank at M. Lepie, prefect of 
police, killing a sergeant de ville im 
mediately behind him, Another 
rioter was severely wounded by a 
sabre thrust. Among other wild an- 
tics of the mob was the overturning 
and burning of motor ‘busses and 
operating the fire plugs in order to 
drench the police. 
A Terrible Mob. 

The mob was composed of Social- 
ists, Anarchists, professed revolu 
tionists, members 6f the general 
confederation of labor, ruffians, com: 
monly classed under the Apaches, 
and all the lowest decrees of society. 
In anticipation af what happened, a 
thousand soldiers and policemen 
had been placed on guard at the 
Spanish embassy in the Boulevard de 
Courcelles

TO ASK ALBERTA 
TO CONTRIBUTE 


Selkirk Centennial Exhibition Dele- 
gation from Winnipeg, Waits 
on Provincial Cabinet Today 


To interest the people of Aberta, 
through the Provincial cabinet, in 
giving Nberal support to the Selkirk 
Centennial Exhibition in Winnipeg in 
1912, is the object of a delegation of 
prominent Winnipeg men, who arrived 
in the city today affd are registered 
at the Windsor Hotel, In the party 
are Wm. Whyte, second vice president 
of the C, P. R., Jno. W. Dafoe, editor 
of the Winnipeg Free Press, H. W. 
Hutehinson, D. 8, Cameron, and T. A. 
Anderson. 

Interviewed by the Bulletin on their 
arrival this morning, the delegation 
stated that the visit to Edmonton was 
in accordance with the scheme of the 
exhibition committee to have every 
Province of the Dominion represented 
in a greater or less degree, The Prov- 
inees which were counted on as being 
most interested in making an exhibit 
were Onterio, and the four western 
provinces. Manitoba has undertaken 
to make a $250,000 exhibit, which 
would include a spacious building and 
a display of Manitoba products. The 
same effort wee expected of Saskat- 
chewan, Alberta and British Colum- 
bia, The delegation which arrived 
this morning entertained the Sas- 
katchewan Government at Regina on 
their way west and wiil have a con- 
ference with the Alberta Government 
this afternoon, A similar delegation 
has gone to Victoria ,where a request 
will be made for a $250,000 exhibit by 
the British Columbia Government, 

“It is by this assistance in the way 
of an elaborate exhibit from each 
Province that the committee hope to 
have the whole.of Canada represented 
at the exposition,’ said Mr. Dafoe. 
“The Federal Government is expected 
to give assistance in the way of a cash 
donation of $2,500,000 and $1,000,000 
is to ba raised in the city of Winnipeg, 
half as a donation from the City Coun- 
cil and half by private contribution, 
This cash revenue is to go toward the 
advertising, preparation for, 
maintenance of the exhibition,

the matter but the chairman of the 
committee, Ald. Manson, has been quiet- 
ly working and has carried on consider- 
able correspondence in an endeavor to 
secure an engineering specialist to come 
here to investigate the situation. 

He is now in negotiation witha prom- 
inent engineer of Chicago, who is at 
prestit employed in a similar work ‘n 
Minneapolis and Ald. Manson expects 
that he will be here within the course 
of the next two weeks to make a thor- 
ough investigation. 

The committee are desirious of having 
a complete report on the conditions ct 
the power house and feel that the money 
expended in paying an expert will in 
the end be a gain to the city. They 
wish to have information on many 
points such as whether the cost of 
pumping water is too great, whether 
the stret railway is being charged too 
much for electric power, whether too 
much oil and coal are being used for 
the size of the plant and many other 
matters along these lines. 

Ald. Manson hoped to have the inves- 
tigation completed and the report of the 
engineer ready for printing in the an- 
nual report or for natascte Bl as the 
annual meeting of the ratepayers xt 
least. It is felt that it will contain a 
great deal of useful information that 
will give the ratepayers much light n 
the condition of Edmonton’s public 
utilities,

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CNR. AND 6.T.P. 
RACE FOR COAST 


Party of 20 Surveyers for C.N.R. 
Leave City to Locate Edmonton: 
Vancouver Line

The significant. feature of railway 
development in Western Canada is 
the rapid stripes being made by the 
Canadian Northern Railway. t is 
well known that the O.N.R. is rivall- 
ing the G.T.P. in securing a line from 
hdmonton to the Yellowhead Pass, in 
the Rocky Mountains, and from the 
pass to Vancouver. Of this portion 
of the future transcontinental line of 
the Canadian Northern it appears 
that survey parties working on the 
British Columbia side have the eut- 
vey completed within seventy mites 
of the Yellowhead and that this 
seventy miles in the vicinity of 
Moose Lake, Tete Jaune Cache, and 
south along the Thompson River is 
the only portion of the entire course 
from Edmonten to Vancouver that has 
not had an approved survey. 

Such being the case, it is significant 
that a C.N.R. engineer has been 
mobilizing a party of twenty or 60 
in Edmonton during the. past. few 
days and left today for Tete Jaune 
Cache, which lies directly beyond the 
Yellowhead, The party will be in 
the »mountains for six or seven 
months ,and it is assumed that the 
object in view is to survey the con- 
necting link of seventy miles or so to 
complete the line in British Columbia, 
Donald McDonald, a well known 
freighter of Lac Ste Anne, will con- 
duct the eurvey party to its destinas 
tion, 

Edmonton to Vancouver. 

With the survey practically com: 
pleted next spring, it is expected that 
the C.N.R. will go right ahead with 
the work of construction, and with 


their well known rapidity in railroad 
building there is reason to believe 
that the G.T.P. and the C.N.R, will 


have a record race in the laying of 
a railway line from Edmonton to 
Vancouver, via the Yellowhead Pass. 

The situation which the C.N.R,. has 
created along the Fraser River in 
British Columbia may be gathered 
irom a dispatch received from Van- 
couver. The dispatch says that the 
survey parties representing the Cana- 
dian Northern and G.T. railways 
are having a lively time of it getting 
a line from Kamloops to Vancouver 
along the south bank of the Fraser 
river, Through Fraser Canyon, east 
of Yale, where the Canadian Pacific 
runs along the west side, there is but 
room for ove line on the eastern side 
and this has been gobbled up by the 
first survey of the Canadian Northern, 
For this reason the G.T.P. is now 
looking for a line running directly 
south from Kamloops across the coun 
try, through the Nicholia and Simil- 
kameen ,and finally striking the Fra- 
ser west of the Hope mountains, 


Three Survey Parties Out. 

Acting under instructions from 
Montreal, three survey parties are 
now in the field running trial links 
for the proposed route via Nicholia 
and Bimilkameen, This route might 
possibly indicate a plan of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific to join forces with 
Vancouver and Victoria and the east: 
ern Hill road and unite with it in 
building a joint line across the moun: 
tains and thence to Vancouver, Hil! 
is credited with favoring the driving 
of an eight-mile tunnel through the 
Hope mountain range, in order to 
secure standard grades. The Cana 
dian Northern surveyors are now west 
as far as Agassiz, wihch is only eixty 
miles east of Vancouver. They are 
working on the south side of the 
Fraser and to come into Vancouver 
will undoubtedly cross the river on 
the government bridge at New West- 
minster, 

The reputation of Mackenzie and 
Mann as railroad builders is strength- 
ened by the work which they are at 
complishing thfs year in Western 
Canada. A calculation of the grad- 
ing and track laying which is now 
under way goes to show that the 
C.N.R. has contracted for and will 
about complete 700 miles of railway 
before the close of this year. 

What It Includes, 

This sum total of railway building 
includes such important lines as the 
Vegreville to Calgary branch, which 
is now graded as far as Stettler, the 
extension of the Morinville branch, 
which is now at Clyde; a branch 
northwest from Prince Albert, head- 
ing for the Beaver river country; 
another branch from North Battleford 
along the north bank of the Saskat- 
chewan river, and, the longest stretch 
of all, a branch from Saskatoon to 
Calgary. This branch, of which 
about 150 miles are already graded, 
will meet the Vegreville to Baigary 
branch at the Red Deer river and 
will cross the river on the same 
bridge and extend from the bridge to 
Calgary on the one line of rails. 
Track laying was done in the west 
last winter with the thermometer 
many degrees below zero, and it is 
expected that no small amount of 
work will be done by the C.N.R. dur- 
ing the coming winter months.

The establishment of a com 
mittee to be known as the missionary ex- 
ecutive of the prairie conferences was 
recommended by the executive to consist 
of a general board, resident in the pra- 
irie conferences, superintendents of mis- 
sions for these conferences and one ad- 
ditional layman for each conference. The 
executive should report annually to thr 
board making a detailed statement ot 
the expenditure, and the board in turn 
should have to make such grants as ‘t 
deemed expedient. The report was 
adopted. The report of the Chinese snb- 
committee of the foreign work commit- 
tee, was also adopted. It recommended 
the taking over of the London mission- 
ary societies plant at Chung King. 

Extension of Work in Japan. 

The Japan sub-committee report pro 
viding for an extension of work in Japan 
was received and adopted.

“T am going to kill at least 1,500,000 
dogs during the next eight months,” 
said Mr, Holman. S8trychnine 
mixed with wheat and about a teas 
poonful placed at the entrance of 
prairie dog hele, Each teaspoonful 
kills three dogs, says Holman. The 
government pays one and one-half 
cent a head for killing the dogs.
